(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1976 
No. 34 OF 1976 

[ 17th February , 1976.) 
An Act further to amend the prevention of food Adulteration 

Act , 1954 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty -seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1: (1 ) This Act may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
(Aniendment) Act, 1976 .
